among the happiest hunting grounds 
for that flower of the air, the orchid. 
Yearly many men go in search of them 
at inconceivable rink of life and limb. 
Some few are scientific enthusiasts, or 
the agent of scientific institutes. Tho 
most part, however, go for revenue 
only. Not every man can hunt orchids 
successfully—in this calling, aa in most 
others, ability commands a high mark- 
et price. 


Statistics are uninteresting—still, it 


is worth while to be told that the busi- 
ness of orchid growing and orchid ccU 
lecting, though begun as late as 18CO. 
now employ* a good many millions (tf 
capital Both here and abroad thero 
are collections whpse value runs well 
up into the hundred thousands, and 
collectors with nerve enough to pay 
$5,000 for a single specimen—provided 
it be sufficiently unique. Further, thero 
•was at least one grower long-headed 
enough to refuse more than $5,000 for 
an absolutely unique plant. 
It was 


seedless and could be multiplied only 
by the tedious proces& of rooting leaf 
cuttings—hence, he saw his profit in 
such multiplication, and preferred to 
sell a hundred plants at a thousand 
each, even though he had to wait some 
,yeara to do it. 


Such men stand back of the orchid 


hunters proper. Usually three or four 
Europeans go together to a tropic port, 
engage from fifty to a hundred na- 
tives, buy all manner of supplies, and 
strike straight into the wildest inter- 
ior. Often the men carry everything; 
sometimes there is a bullock train, or 
even a train of bullock carts. But 
that is impracticable in the true virgin 
tropics, wherein the hunters find their 
choicest treasures. 


It is like a fairy tale to talk with 


one of the returned explorers. You 
hear of trees 300 feet high, literally 
covered with orchids, or maybe a half 
dozen species, each growing in Its own 
distinct zone or altitude. Some flour- 
ish only upon 
the 
uppermost airy 


boughs, others riot over the big 
crotches where the branches come to- 
gether, still others ring with blossom 
the mossy boll, running up maybe 100 
feet to the lowest limb. Sometimes 
a tree is the fetish 
of the wild men 


round about. Iq. that case woe to the 
sacrillgious outlanders who lay hand 
or foot upon it. More than one ex- 
pedition has been massacred for such 
cause. 
The destruction of such a tree 


scattered and dispersed one of the sav- 


', agest native tribes. 


Their titular tree stood in a sort of 


glade—it had 
been seen by several 


hunting parties, but none of them dar- 
ed touch it. When they went home 
their accounts of it so wrought upon 
the fancy of an English collector that 
he offered an almost fabulous sum for 
a section of the flower-wreathed trunk. 
Next year the orchid hunters found 
the native tribe at war, arid taking 
advantage of the diversion, cut down 
tho tree and sent a segment down to 
the coast, where, after many trial-? and 
tribulations, it was got safe aboard 
slap and in the end was the season's 
wonder of a London conservatory. Tho 
native worshipers coming back to find 
what havoc had been wrought, at once 
decided that their god had deserted 
them in anger, hastened to make peace, 
and ended by going in a mass to live 
at the other side of their island. 


Other than human enemies attack the 


orchid hunters. One flower, especially 
beautiful and of the most exquisite fra- 
grance, grows only in the tree tops, 
and so high that il is found by scent, 
not sight. Wherever it grows, it is 
overrun with ant swarms, red ants, not 
very large, but warlike, and with 
poisonous slings. The minute a tree 
trunk trembles beneath axe-strokes, 
these ants swarm down, and attack the 
cutters most viciously, often forcing 
them to suspend work. A more curi- 
ous thing is that the flowers will not 
live and bloom away from the ants. 
Boughs overrun with their roots have 
been submerged until the ant-colonies 
were all drowned, then packed and 
shipped with the rest. 
But though 


given everything that the most finicky 
orchid could agk in the way of light, 
heat and moisture, they have merely 
drooped and pined through one year 
to die the next of simple inanition. 


Then there are serpents, poison in- 


sects and vines and herbs as poisonous.

Many Graves, Uncovered by the Up« 


rooting of Traos, and Tel< graph 
and Telephone Wires Torn Down 
— Many Narrow Escapes, But Kc 
One Was Injured. 
Elizabeth, N J., Aug. 3.— A tornado 


swept into the northwestern corner &t 
tlhs city aud moved along a path 1,000 
feet wide in a. northeasterly direction, 
bowled down three church steeples, 
swept away portions of the roofs of 
fuo theatres, twisted ou« house a quar- 
ter way around on its foundation, up- 
rooted trees ami laid bare the bones of 
skeletons in onu churchyard, did about 
$150,000. worth of damage and passed 
out at the northeast corner of the town, 
still looking for new towns to conquer. 
So, tierce a storm is not recalled by 
the oldest inhabitant, and yet, with all 
the damage it did, not a single life was 
lost, and bo far as reported no one was 
injured. 


At 2.43 o'clock there was hardly a 


cloud in the sky to obscure the mid- 
summer sun. At 2.3£ o'clock, off to the 
soutlnvest of the city, a small black 
cloud was seen. Five minutes later, 
the cloud, moving toward the north- 
east, hud expanded itself so that the 
sun's face was hidden and twilight 
came o\er the city. Two minutes af- 
ter tliih everybody In the vicinity of 
Broad, Jersey, Jeffei-son, Catherine and 
William Mree-tt. and Madison avenue 
knew that a tornado had struck the 
town. Everything movable was nyiug 
through the air, and pieces and sec- 
tions of things ordinarily stationary 
were picked up in the teeth of the wind 
and scattered hither aud yon along the 
path witch it made for itself.

STORM WRECKS A TOWN;,

stroyed 'by a terrific wind and rain 
storm which passed through this dl«- 
tret.

Four States Storm Swept. 


St. Paul, Mian.. Aug. 3.—Report1? re- 


ceived here by wire from nearly all of 
the grain-growing States in the West- 
ern Mississippi Valley indicate that im- 
measuicable and widespread damage 
to crops 1ms been done In the last 
twenty-four hours by hail and wind. 


Tho States thnt have suffered the 


most are Minnesota, South Dakota, 
Iowa and Nebraska. In Iowa a terrific 
storm of drenching rain, accompanied 
by a furious wind, mowed down the 
grain, and where the damage did not 
amount to a total loss It left the flelds 
"n such condition that the farmers in 
many regions have given up hope of 
saving half of the crop. The rain was 
turned to sharp-edged hall In many 
places, and to sleet thnt cut the grain. 
No accurate figures of the total {lam- 
age can be made, but it Is conservative 
to say that fully half a million acres of 
richly fruited crops have been leveled 
by the storm, Xot only one cereal, but 
all of the various kinds that are par- 
ticularly easy pro? to wind and hall, 
met injury.

his sarcophagus' 
* "Do not disturb these moital re- 
mains, for there is naught within this 
casement except my poor body. There 
is neither gold nor precious jewelry to 
reward the covetous." 


The antiquarians -who unearthed the 


sarcophagus did not respect this appeal. 
When they examined the mummy 
wrapped inside of the box they found 
seveial pieces of gold clasped in the 
right hand, which proves that an Or-

Norfolk, Va., Aug. 3.—There is no 


yellow fever in Norfolk and no new or 
Auspicious case has been discovered 
outside of the Hampton Soldiers' Home 
and Phoebus, a town on the peuin&uia 
•which adjoins the Soldiers' Home. 
The exodus <from Norfolk, however, 
continues. The boats and trains are 
crowded with refugees. All sorts of 
wild rumors regarding the prevalence 
of fever at points other than Hamp- 
ton are in circulation. These, when 
traced to their source, have all been 
discovered to be Avithout foundation. 


Those who leave Norfolk have so 


far really no reason for doing so. Some 
are badly frightened 
without any 


reason, but the majority are those who 
can 
RO without financial loss, and 


leave because they can do so now, as 
Inter their departure might be prevent- 
ed or might not be so easily ac- 
complished. 


UuoftU'ial advices from 
Hampton 


said that no new case of yellow fever 
had developed In that city .In the past 
twenty-four hours, and rhat no deaths 
hnvu occurred. This information was 
received by telephone from a business 
man of Hampton, and is believed to be 
entirely trustworthy.

*mlfle<l "There is no reason whatever 
to believe that such an outbreak as 
there Is at tho Soldiers' Home can be 
confineil there. We are going to have 
more of it. It is not at all surprising 
thnl it has appeared at Phoebus." 


Tien. SlernberR predicts tha< tEe yel- 


low fever \\ 111 extend beyond Phoebus, 
but n.s to whether or not It would reach 
Norfolk and the northern cities he was 
in doubt. Dr. von Ezdorf, a yellow 
fever expert from New Orleans, has 
arrived at Hampton. 


The Health Olljcer of Washington is 


hopeful that a quarantine will not 
be necessary here. Two additional 
medical sinitai'j inspectors have been 
employed, and every train from the 
South is boarded at Alexandria and 
the passengers are examined before 
r,eaohiuc Washington. Every boat ar- 
riving from points down the Potomac 
is rigidly inspected. There is no ^sus- 
pect in the city, and no person, so far 
as known, who lias been exposed to 
the fc-ver. 


Surgeon-General Wyman of the "Mar- 


ine Hospiiul Service makes the follow- 
ing statement: 
''.Acting Assistant Surgeon- Arthur 


Snowden of Alexandria has been di 
rected to keep an outlook for any per-

ie not to be found a creature more in- 
telligent, more easily managed or more 
likely to become the friend of man than 
the elephant. 
The natives of India, 


recognizing thli, treat him with ven- 
eration and respect; but, on the other 
hand, the ferocious brutishness of >tbe 
African negroes, incited by the crim- 
inal cupidity of Arab and Buropeaa 
ivory merchants, transforms into * 
Mirage beast an animal best suited by 
attar* to be man's associate. 


A Hindoo hunter was once known to 


bar* become so fond of an elephant 
which he had caught and tamed that 
rather than have his tusks sawed off 
for the sake of the ivory he allowed 
himself to live in penury. 


A famous general ouce said: "The 


roost piteous thing after a battle is the 
Bight of wounded horses. The men are 
cared for, but the poor horses are left 
to die in agony." 


The horse enters into the spirit of a 


battle like a human being. He shows 
no fear of death and no sign of panic 
In all the wild tumult of the battle's 
din. A horse in one of the batteries 
in the Murf reesboro' fight had his skull 
split by a piece of shell so that one 
Bide was completely loosened. The 
driver turned him loose, but he walk* 
ed up to the side of the gu» and watch- 
ed the firing, following the shots with 
his gaze as if to note,their effect on 
the enemy. When he saw the team he 
had worked with being driven back for 
ammunition be ran to his old place and 
galloped back with the rest, and when 
an officer pushed nlm aside to have 
another horge put In he^gazed at the 
newcomer with a most sorrowful ex- 
pression in his eyes.

THE YUKON INDIANS. 


IN MANY WAYS THEY REMIND ONE OF 


THE SOUTHERN NEGRO. 


They Ar« Good-Nwiured »ud Patl«nt la 


TUiiir Environment—Not Particular »• to 
the Condition of Xlielr Food I.nd Take 
Starving *• M Matter of Fact. 
The Indians on the Yukon are good- 


natured and harmless. In many ways 
they remind one of the southern negro. 
They sing "My Girl's a High 
Born 


Lady" and all the latest airs. It is said 
that the British 
drumbeat 
sounds 


around the world, but nowadays popu- 
lar songs do the same thing, and in a 
much more thorough way. At Guam, 
our new possession in the Ladrones, the 
newspapers tell me the natives sing 
'<Ta-ra-ra Boom-de-aye," and this air 
is often heard along the Yukon. No 
doubt it has penetrated to Timbuctoo 
and the saerwl city of Thibet. Judging 
from the Yukon, native music seems to 
be dying out. The catchy airs of the 
music hall are supplying a world music. 


The Indians have keen ears, though 


their voices can hardly be called melo- 
dious. Some of them will catch an air 
after hearing it once, and reproduce it 
correctly by humming or on the mouth 
organ, I never heard an Indian whistle 
or sing at the full extent of his lungs, 
though likely they do both. 


Give an Indian a mouth organ, "juice 


harp," as Huckleberry Finn's negro had 
it, or an accordion, and you will insure 
his happinesB, no matter if he is cold 
or starving. Tho Indian is as yet Ig- 
norant of the banjo, but wlien he IB 
once introduced to it I think it will be 
his favorite instrument, as it is with his 
sable brother. 
It must be borne in 


mind that I am speaking of the interior 
Indians. The coast Indians ar.e a dif- 
feient breed. They are 
fighters and 


quarrelsome, robbing the white man by 
exorbitant packing charges now that 
they have learned it isn't wise to do 
the thing by force ot arms. 


It was these Indians who, by right of 


their possession of the passes, made the 
interior an unknown country for so 
long to the white man. Up to a recent 
date they effectually monopolized the 
trade of the Yukon. They even check- 
mated the Hudson Bay Company when 
it attempted to gain an entrance into 
the country from the east, capturing 
and burning the post established at 
Fort Selkirk in 1852. These Indians aie 
powerfully built, and a twelve-year-old 
girl will trudge along with as heavy a 
pack as the average white man can car- 
ry, while their skookum packers carry 
as much as a horse. 


Indians are not particular about the 


condition of their food, and will dispose 
of some pretty rank messes, but one 
thing they will not eat is wolf. More 
surprising still, if Uue, is the reported 
fact that Indian dogs will not eat wolf 
These dogs rob white men's caches, 
tearing open sacks and gorging on raw 
flour and oatmeal, and nothing from 
soap to sulphur matches is safe from 
their depredations. 
Wanting to dis- 


pose of the carcasses of the wolves we 
killed below Selkirk, 1 asked the In- 
dians if they could use them. They said 
no. I suggested feeding them to the 
dogs, and they shook their heads again. 
"Dog no muck muck wolf," they said. 
"Todder way, wolf muck muck dog." 


When the time comes for starving, 


the Indian takes it as a matter of fact, 
and contentedly. Qn'y once in a while 
is there a weak-livcrsd one who cries 
and says: "Muck muck all gone. 'Fraid 
poor Indian will die." They peel the 
bark" from pme and even popple trees 
and eat the softer inner portion. The 
pine bark is full of rosin and nasty 
stuff, and there is certainly no nutri- 
ment in it. It serves, however, to fill 
the stomach and lessen the gnawing at 
the inwards. One can travel for miles 
along the Yukon and never be out of 
sight of peeled trees, marked with the 
characteristic 
arrow-snapped 
blaze. 


The fact signifies the 
frequency of 


periods of starvation, for there are only 
a few hundred Indians* in all on the 
whole length of the upper river.

Diamond Saws 


The use of the diamond saw for cut- 


ting stone is facilitating the erection of 
buildings. The diamonds which form 
the cutting teeth of the saw are com- 
mon crystals, Used In a steel disc over 
six feet in diameter, which Is mounted 
on a spindle, and -revolved by steam 
power, like an ordinary circular saw. 
For sawing hard stones there are 200 
diamonds in the cutting edge^ and the 
speed is 300-turns a minute. 
It ad- 


vances into the stone about a foot in 
that time. For soft stones the teeth 
are of steel, with diamonds at intervals 
of every five teeth, and at a speed of 12 
turns a minute the saw advances about 
a yard In that time.

Walter Wfntworth's mysterious dis- 


appearance as told in Thursday even- 
ing's Herald has cieated a sensation 
*n Kittery and the excitement will be 
added to when the news as to his 
whereabouts is read. 
Ho was found by 


a Boston Traveller reporter on Thurs 
day noon and his reason for leaving 
Kittery as told by the Traveller repoit- 
er is as follows: 


The reporter found Wentworth asleep 


in a hammock with the tw o-years old 
child sitting beside him. The baby has 
been ill for some days with cholera jn- 
fantum. 
It is a bright eyed child, and 


appeared to be very sick. 
Wentworth 


appears worn out in mind and body, 
aud with tears in his eyes told his story, 
which ho says is absolutly true. 


"We keep a number of boarders, one 


of whom is a man named Tucker, who 
works in the Kittery navy yard. He 
does not stay at the house but ee'tUin. 
Friday night last he remained 
over 


night and slept in an attic room. I left 
my wife in her room about 5 30 o'clock, 
Saturday morning, and 
came 
down 


stairs into the kitchen to light the fire 
Alter being in the kitchen a short time 
I pul'ed my pipe out of my pocket, but 
did not have the tobacco. On my way 
down stairs I met Tucker going up, and 
he said 'Good morning.' 1 supposed he 
had been in the basement. I started 
back to the room for the tobacco and 
found the room door locked. That 
seemed strange to me, and I knocked 
several times. My wife was slow in 
opening it, and it aroused my suspic- 
ions. 
When she did open it she was 


pale and trembled like a leaf. She said 
she overslept. 
I then went to a side 


room and found the door shut. I tiied 
to open it, but someone held it on the 
inside. I forced it open, and there stood 
Tucker. I realized the whole thing in 
an instant. My wile implored me to 
forgive her. 
After some words I was 


disposed to foigive her, 
and took the 


matter under consideration. Yesterday 
belore 1 left the house I caught my 
wife trying to destroy some letters by 
throwing thorn into the lire. I pulled 
them out, and heie they are." 


Wentworth showed the letters to the 


reporter. 


Tucker, Wentwoith says, is about 


fifty years cf age, and has a family of 
children. 


Mrs. Wentworth is about thirty years 


of age—about the same age as her hus 
band. He says he will keep the child 
but there will be some controversy over 
it. 


It is Wentworth's intention to secure 


work in Boston, if possible, and to re- 
main here. It was thought yesterday at 
Kittery and Portsmouth that some ac- 
cident had befallen the man and child.
